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DETAILED ACTION 



102 Rejections Withdrawn 

The rejection of claims 29-39, in so far as they read on the species defined when 
R^=t-butyl, R^=R^=R^=R^=H and m=n=1 under 35 USC 102(b), outlined in the previous 
Office Action (Paper No. 17), has been overcome by applicant's amendment (Paper No. 
18). The amendment excludes the compound by proviso. 

The search was therefor expanded yet again as called for under current Office 
Markush practice - a compound by compound search - to include a single additional 
compound. That compound is defined when: R^= H, R^= -[(CH2)q-aryl] where q=0 and 
aryl=phenyl, R^=R'^=R^=H. A rejection follows. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The text of those sections of Title 35. U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claims 29-39, in so far as they read on the next examined species above, are 
rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by Osaka Kogyo Gijutsu 
Shikensho Kiho (1984), (35)1, p.50-4 (CAPLUS abstract). The reference teaches 
applicant's compound: RN=91777-65-0. 
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Claim Objections Withdrawn 

The objection to claim 40, outlined in the previous Office Action, has been 
overcome by applicant's amendment. The amendment rewrites claim 40 as an 
independent claim. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The elected species and its obvious variants (See Paper No. 9) remain free of 
the prior art. Claim 40 is allowed.
